Mrs. Frances Stevens Hall admitted 
yesterday that she was the woman in 
a polo coat seen entering the side door 
of her home at New Brunswick, N. J., 
about, 8 o'clock last Friday morning, 
after her husband, the Rev. Edward 
Wheeler Hall, and Mrs. Eleanor Rein- 
hardt Mills, a member of his congre- 
gation,.had been murdered and left side 
by side in a country field near the 
Raritan River. / 

In explanation of her absence from 
home, the clergyman's widow said that 
she had been’ so anxious at the failure 
of her husband to,return after going out 
at 7 o’clock in the evening, that she 
had gone to look for him at his church 
—the .Protestant Episcopal Church of 
St. John the Evangelist—at 2 o'clock in 
the morning. Mrs. Hall said she had 


thought that he might have falen asleep 


when studying in his office. Not find- 
ing him there, she said, she returned 
home about 3 o’clock. 

Mrs. Hall said nothing of seeing 
James Mills, the husband of the mur- 
dered woman, when she visited the 
church between 2 and 8 o'clock, al- 
though Mills’ also told the authorities 
that. he had gone to the church to look 
for his wife about that ‘time. _Accord- 
ing. to Mills, who was the church gar- 
ener, he believed that his wife, who 
‘Was the choir leader and a member of

alone, “One witness is William. Phillips, 
watchman at the New Jersey College 
for Women, across the street from the 
Hall home, who said that he saw Mrs. 
‘Hall, ali alone, run down the st¥eet and 
go into her house. The same story is 
tol& by Allen Bennett, who lives at the 
rear of the Hall estate. Agnes Storey, 
organist in the church, also said that a 
servant in the Hall house had told her 
that Mrs. Hall left at 2 o’clock in the 
morning, saying, ‘‘ He must be dead!” 

Mrs. Hall’s statement to the authori- 
ties yesterday disclosed that her hus- 
band’s church had been paying the bills 
incurred for an operation performed 
upon Mrs. Mills at the Middlesex Hos- 
pital in New Brunswick last Winter, 
and that when the clergyman left his 
home last Thursday evening, he said 
that he was going to the church to at- 
tend to ‘‘ the Mills bills.’ The opera. 
tion was of such a serious nature that 
before undergoing it Mrs. Mills gave 
instructions for the disposition of her

LABOR LEADERS JOIN PLEA 











Representative Keller and Basil 
Manly Confer With Attorney, 
Who Will Decide Ttoday. 


Samuel Untermyer, who was counsel 
for the Lockwood and Pujo Investi- 
gating Committees, and who frequently 
has scored Attorney General Harry M. 
Daugherty for alleged failure to prose- 
cute illegal trade combinations, has heen 
asked by Representative Oscar Keller 
of Minnesota, Republican, to represent 
him as counsel in a proposed inquiry 
by the Judiciary Committee of the 
House -into the administration of the 
Attorney General’s office. 

Mr. Keller intréduced in the House the 
resolution, urged by laBor, asking Mr. 
Daugherty’s impeachment because of the 
injunction obtained in the shopmen’s 
strike. The resolution was referred to 
the committee, and if the committee in- 
vestigates to ohtamh evidence on which 
to base its recommendations to the 
House, Mr. Keller. wishes the inquiry to 
be widened so as, to include other 
charges made against the Attorney Gen- 
eral. Mr. Untermyer frequently has 
said that the Department of Justice had 
refused to act on evidence presénted by 
the Lockwood Committee ees illégal

Mr. Oilernyer atthe latter's. honie, 
discussing the proposéd inquiry and-ex- 
amining a lot of documentary evidence 
which was left with the ,attorney for 
his further perusal. Mr. Untermyer 
said.that he “would announce. his dé- 
cision today in a telegram to Mr. Keller. 

“Labor Leaders Want Him. 

He also disclosed that a number of 
labor leaders had asked Mr. Manly to 
request him to act as counsel in the 
impeachment proceedings. They met in 
Mr. Manly’s office in Washington, and, 
according to a letter he wrote to Mr. 
Untermyer, the leaders included Mr, 
Wills, Assistant General Chairm of 
the Brotherhood of Railroad Engineers; 
Mr. Clark, Vice President of the’ con- 
ductor’s brotherhood; Mr. Lovell, Vice 
President of the firemen; Mr. Stevens, 
Vice President of the trainmen; Mr. 
Bronson, assistant to the International 
President of the machinists; and Mr. 
Allison, representingy the shopcrafts 
unibns of the Railway Employes De- 
partment of the American Federation 
of Labor. 

-After Mr. Keller and Mr, Manly left 
Mr, Untermyer they went to the Hotel 
Wolcott, where Mr. Keller said that the 
present status of the impeachment pro- 
ceaglings had been misunderstood rather 
generally throughout the country, and 
that the House had by’ no means buried 
the matter by referring it to the Judi- 
ciary Committee. This is the usual pro- 
ceeding in such cases, he said, the com- 
mittee reporting back, to the House 
whether it is, advisable to institute im- 
peachment proceedings. -If. the com- 
mittee should decide to examine Mr. 
Daugherty, that would give Mr. Unter- 
myer the opportunity to examine the 
Attorney General .which is sought by 
Representative Keller. 
‘Although the original complaint 
against the Attorney General was made 
by the labor unions, the Chicago in- 
junction ‘would prove but a small part 
of the charges which might be brought 
against Mr. Daugherty in committee, 
Mr. Keller said. Many of them grew 
out of Mr: Daugherty’s handling of the 
cases turned over to his department by 
the Lockwood committee which investi- 
gated the building trusts.

CONSTANTINOPLE, - Sept. 17.—This 
is the story of the destruction of 
Smyrna between the time of. my arrival 
as the Greek troops were leaving and 
the day I was obliged to depart.

I arrived at Smyrna on Friday, Sept. 
8, during the evacuation of.the Greek 
troops. They had abandoned ajl mili- 
tary stores to the populace. Even the

Bombs Thrown at Turks. 
-@aturday noon. the Turkish cavalry 
entered in perfect discipline, the "Turkish 
population cheering wildly, while others 
remained quiet. While they were pass- 
ing a street next to the American Con- 
sulate a bomb thrown from a principal 
hotél struck a. Turkish officer, the 
second in command, but it failéd to 
explode. A second bomb, thrown from 
the same - place, sexploded, seriously 
wounding several Turkish officers. 

The soldiers fired several volleys and 
then entered the hotel and arrested the 
bomb throwefs, who later were fornially 
tried and executed. 

The command took possession of the 
Governor's palace.. I, following, entered 
and interviewed. the wounded officer, 
and heard him address the troops, say- 
ing: ‘: You saw’ my .conduct when as- 
saulted by a.murderer. You, my’ sol- 
diers, must do the same. The Greeks 
have. devastated this country and com- 
mitted atrocities unheard of in the 
work’, but we must do differently. Law 
and order must be preserved.” 

Turks Promised Protection. 

Captain Hepburn, with Major Davis 
of the Red Cross, Mr. Jaquith of -the 
Near Hast Relief and myself visited the 
Military Governor immediately and of- 
fered the services’ of the Red- Cross.and 
the Near East Relief. We asked an 
assurance as-to the protection of civil- 
ians and refugees and Turkish military 
protection for schools, camps, hospitals, 
&c. Every request was immediately 
granted in perfect co-operation. 

Some 5,000 to 10,000 troops entered the 
city that day. At night there was con- 
siderable looting by the irregulars and 
by citizens of all description. Rifle 
shots were heard all-night, 


Looting Before the Fire. 


The next morning I made ‘a complete 
survey of, the city. and found evidence 
of thorough and extensive looting fn the 
Armenian quarter. I counted thirty- 
five dead men and two women.

The. population 
becoming terrified, fled to the water-

CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 16.—All relief - supplies- were de- 
stroyed in the Smyrna fire, and the efforts of the Near East and 
other relief agencies are ‘concentrated on evacuating the refugees 
as the only way_ of saving them. The ‘Near East Relief in Con- 
stantinople has received $20,000 for this work and is engaging all

SMYRNA, Sept. 17 (Associated Press.) 
—Smiyrna, which the Turks have called 
the Hye of Asia, is a vast sepulchre of 
ashes. ;jonly the shattered walls of 25,000 
homes and the charred bodies of count- 
less victims remain,to tell the story of 
death and destruction, unexampled in 
modern history. The ruins are still 
smouldering, like a volcano which has 
spent its fury; no effort has been made 
by the Turks to remove the dead and 
dying; the streets are full of the bodies 
of those who sought to escape, for the 
most part women and children. 

Every building in the Armenian quar- 
ter has been burned, with the dead lying 
about;"the bay, whith covers an area 
of fifty “acres, still ‘carries on its sur- 
face the poor remnants of those who 
were massacred or sought to escape the 
ruthlessnéss of the foe. 

On the waterfront crouch thousands 
of survivors who fear death fn another 
form at the hands of the soldiery.

One ship captain declined to take any 
of the wretched sufferers, but, in con- 
trast to his indifference, Captain Wal- 
ters, of the American steamer Winona, 
rescued 1,800 and took them to Piraeus.

For two years France has been back- 
ing the Turkish Nationalists against the 
Greeks because she did not wish the 
domination of Turkey by the Greeks, 
tutoréd by England. Coupled with this, 
the fact that France resents to the 
depths the present British. domination 
of the Straits, and one can realize that 
the possible peril.to British domination 
of the Dardanelles does not by any 
means arouse on the banks of the Seine 
the. same trepidation it causes on the 
banks of the Thames. 

To explain’ the. French attitude one 
hears it said on all sides in the French 
capital today that~it ds.extremely un- 
likely that Kemal will attack the neu- 
tral zone along the Straits, and in effect 
the Freneh Government has advised 
him not to do so. 

One should not go so far as to say 
that the French would like to see the 
Turks in complete control of the Straits. 
One should content one’s self with say- 
ing that leading Frenchmen are care- 
fully considering the comparative posi- 
tions of France under the present ar- 
rangement and under Turkish control.

Such being the case, what 
about .the irreconcilable hostility be- 
tween labor and capital of which so 
much has been heard? Of course, there 
are unions and unions, just as there are 
union officials and unton officials, and 
it is more than possible that the railway 
unions can‘ borrow money of the banks 
more easily and-on better terms than 
could some other unions,

EVENTS IN. ‘GREECE. 
—— 
Facts About the Political, Upset. in 


Greece That Brought Back the King. 


To the Editor of The New York Times:\. 
‘In THE Times of Sunday, Sept, 17, 
an article by Fredérick Cunliffe-Owen 
contains certain statements which are 
not in accord -with, the facts. 
1.. The. statement is made that the 
death of. King Alexander was: myste- 
rious. There was no mystery about it. 
He died, as is well known, from blood 
poisoning, which resulted from the bite 
of a monkey. 

2. The statement is made that ‘in 
confusion which naturally “took 
Place ‘in Greece concerning thé succes- 
sion to the -throne, which had long 
-been in doubt, the Government of Rome} 
permitted and even.prompted. the: sail- 
ing from Venice. of ex-King Constan- 
tine.’’. In the next paragraph the 
statement is made that ‘‘the arrival 
of King Constantine in Athens,lIed to 
disorder culminating in the_ overthrow 
of the Venizelos Government:” | 

King Constantine did not return: prior 
to the.overthroW of Venizelos and there 
were no disorders connected with his re- 
turn. On Nov. 1, 1920 (in accordarice 
with .the Greek calendar), elections 
were held for the Greék Chamber of/i 
Deputies, -'Thes@. elections ‘were: held 
under the supervision of the Venizelist 
Government. They. resulted . in the 
Venizelist Government being thrown; out 
of power. 

“Venizelos himself was defeated for 
re-election, as were all of his Min- 
isters, with possibly one exception. The 
populat vote was somewhat over 70 
per cent. for the opponents of the Veni- 
zelos party and less than 30 per cent.{ 
for it. Immediately after the. election, 
Venizelog made a public statement- in 
which he admitted his defeat and that 
he had misunderstood the feelings’ of the 
Greek people. He asked the people to 
support the Ministry which would be 
formed by the new Patliamentary ma- 
jority; he and his Ministers retired froni 
office, and he left Greece, 5 

A new Ministry Wwas.-formed, - which 
was recognizéd, and with which diplo- 
matic relations were entered into, for a 
time at least, by the Minister of the 
United States and the Ministers of all 
the allied powers. Noone in Greece at- 
‘tempted to dispute either the validity of 
the elections or the overwhelming char- 
acter of the result. 

After the new Ministry was formed, a 
telegram was sent to King Constantine, 
who was still in Switzerland, inviting 
him to return and assume. the throne. 
He declined to-do so without a formal 
plebiscite being held. , A plebiscite was 
held in accordance with his wish and 
over 98 -pef cent, of the votes demanded 

return. There were no disorders in 
Greece during the elections. King Con- 


stantine did not reach there until more 
a six weeks after the elections were 
eid, 

It is useless for any one to contend 
that. even-a man of Venizelos’s undoubted 
great. abilities and. high standing with 
the. Western powers could have kept 
peace’ in the. Near East during the last 
two years, or ona have kept England 
France. and Ital ollowing.. a.jine of 
concerted action Teheh their. conceptions 
of their economic and commercial rights 
in the Near Hast are so divergent.

| LOADED COAL CARS 


FILL RAILWAY YARDS| 
Thousands Idly Await Removal 


With the first order of William H. 
Woodin, State Fuel Administrator, limit- 
ing the sales of the domestic sizes of 
anthracite going into effect. today, the 
‘coal situation in New York City’ has 
shown little improvement, although the 
order is expected to have the effect of 
—e all those who actually need 
us 

Reports from the trade showed a light 
demand for anthracite of household 
sizes. This condition, considered fortu- 
nate in view. of the scant supply Qn 
hand,’ was said to be due both to: the 
warm -weather, which has made the use 
of coal for house heating unn 
and the belief of the public that a lower 
price might be expected. 

Despite the statements of railroad of- 
ficials that all the cars needed to carry 
all the coal mined would be furnished, 
the car supply continued .to worry coal 
operators and dealers. The Black Dia- 
mond, a publication or autnority tn the 
coal industry, in its weekly review ex- 
presses the belief that @ scarcity of/cars 
would be a chief difficulty: in bringing 
sufficient coal _ the markets to fill 
the bins of dealers, empty berause of the 
five months’ strike. 

“The car supply situation has not 
improved but, despite this fact, produc- 
tion has increased during the week,” 
it said. ‘‘ The increase in output, how- 
ever, has done little toward relieving 
the fuel shortage because of the fact 
that, although more cars have been 
loaded, the railroads have been unable, 
because of crippled motive \power, to 
haul them to market. 

*‘ Evidence of this is seen in the thou- 
sands of idle loaded coal cars standing 
in railway yards and on side tracks. 
Because of their inability to haul loaded 
cars away from the mines, the railroads 
4 fe been greatly handicapped. in plac- 
i empties. Although practically all 
mines are working, it is impossible. for 
them to reach anywhere negr normal 
production because of the foregoing 
situation. Although the anthracite 
agreement has been ratified and the 
hard coal miners have returned to work, 
production of that product has been 
negligible,’’

MARDI GRAS CLOSES 
IN ROWDY REVEL 


400 Extra Policemen Are Re- 
quired to Handle 500,000 at 
Coney Island Celebration. 


Coney Island’s Mardi Gras ended yes- 
terday in a blaze of trouble. Sixty-five 
men-who enjoyed themselves to the point 
of disorderly conduct as the Mardi Gras 
spirit waned paid fines of $5 and $19 in 
the ‘Coney Island Court and promised to 
be good hereafter. 

The ball bearings were ground out of 
the Coney Island Hospital ambulance 
in carrying those mildly injured by fists, 
pistols, knives and bad liquor. One of 
several drunks upon ‘whom stomach 
pumps were used either at the Police 
Station or the hospital was 12-year-old 
Michael Murray of 1,469 Second Avenue, 
who drank the contents of a whisky 
bottle found in the street by his com- 
panion, William Supple, 14 years old, of 
1,550 First Avenue. Michael was still in 
a semi-coma at the Coney Island Tine 
pital last night. 

~The police estimated that nearly 500,-

, Half an hour’after the first outbreak, 


there, knives, razors, clubs and iron 
bars were in the hands of some of the 
fighters, and “three severely wounded 
white men had dropped to the pavement, 
With the rush of the police the mob 
gave way, some in flight down the 
street and on the avenue, but most of 
the fighters disappeared into the doors 
of the long rows of tenements. 

What the total casualties were the 
police had no means of learning without 
@ search of the individual homes along 
the block. The known injured were six. 
They included three white men, James 
Sheehan. 21 vears old, of 503 West 
146th Street, who had five knife wounds 
in his back; William Lannigan, 19, of 
144 West Sixty-second Street, razor cuts 
on hands and face, and John McCort, 
80, of 453 West Fifty-third Street, frac- 
tured skull and cuts on hands and face. 
They were picked up’ on the street and 
sent to Flower Hospital. 

Three negroes were treated at Roose- 
velt Hospital for cuts and bruises, They 
were Charles Gardiner and Leona Mc-/«¢ 
Creary of 252 West Forty-seventh Street 
and Margaret Dewitt of 15 Minetta 
Street. They said they had been dragged 
from a taxi and beaten. 

Sheehan and Lannigan, who had no 
connection with the neighborhood feud, 
were passing when the fighting was on 
ahd joined in with the other whites. 

Before the street fight a group of 
white dwellers, annoyed by the late 
revels in a flat at 488 West Fifty-third 
Street, attacked the negro merrymakers. 
The whites said that some of the negroes 
were drinking “hootch” and “ playing 
jazz’’ all night, and when protests were 
made the negroes replied with advice 
to keep their children on their own side 
of the street. The whites thereupon 
formed a flying. wedge and rushed the 
flat, and were fighting within when a 


overwhelmed the invaders. 
The white men were thrown from 
doors and windows. ‘Then they cried 


for help, which was answered by hun- 
dreds of whites from the other tide of 
the street, and these were met by many 
negroes ecg e yet ye oe ae 
ht back an or ro ou ) 
fone of the block. Several of the in- 
ted whites, assisted by seve 
assersby, it was said, stopped the taxi 
which were Gardiner and the two 
negro women and dragged them to the 
street. All were beaten.. Gardiner said 
he was taking the women to Fifty-ninth 
Street and had had no part in the riot. 
He-was unable to identify any of his 
assailants, who fled when the police 
ved. 

Thomas Donohue, a Police Reserve, 
who assisted in quelling the riot, said 
trouble-had been threatening in the dis- 
trict for some time and he had been 
stationed there with other réserves to 
prevent an outbreak. Donohue said: 

*The whites have resented the en- 
croachment by thé negroes in the street, 
possession of one house 
after another aaa have driven out many 
of the white farrilies. ok te fee has 
recently’ been intensified complaints 

of hits children of atts > older 
negro children. The whité children said 
th were lured to alleys and beaten 
without cause.’’ 

Although Sheehan and  Lannigan 
claimed to be victims of the negroes, 
the two men were taken to West. Side 
Court on a cha’ of suspicion of feloni- 
ous assault in the hold-up of Gardiner.

“‘ Experimental work is, of course, 
much hampered, owing to the high cost 
of apparatus and the. difficulties that 
stand in the way of young researeh stu- 
dents who cannot afford to s longer 
time “at the university than is absolutely 
necessary. ’ 

“ Even men who before the war judged 
themselves comparatively wealthy are 
now reduced to dire poverty and have 
to seek any available means of replenish- 
ing their incomes.

‘that ‘make: monthly returns, irtdicates 
that the average. rate of produétion in 
the whole industry during August was 
30,000,000 tons a year. ‘The rate:de- 
clined rapidly during the month from 
about 34,000,000 tons to about 26,000,000 
The rate at the end of June, the 
high point of the year, had been about 
$7,000.000 ‘tons. It is considered doubt- 


any thne during the remainder of the 
year. 


The rate of steel production will de- 
pend.-entirely upon fuel receipts, unless 
there should be” such increase in ‘mill 
and futnace’ operations.as to uncover 
a labor shortage. The increase in oper- 
fations in the iron ‘and steel industry 
thus far has occurred almost entirely 
from the quick establishment of a move- 
ment of coal from union mines. to by- 
product cake ovens at steel plants—it 
‘| requires but .a short:.time to produce 
coke,.:then pig iron. and then steel.

Statement That GermanCommerce

« . by Foreigners. 


Recent articles in the German press 
point out frankly that ‘‘ German com- 
merce and industry have during the past 
few years lived largely on the losses in 
marks: incurred by foreigners which be- 
came profits to Germany.’’

.POLAND’S POTATO CROP. 


Country Will Have 225,000 Carloads 
for Export This Year. 


Reports from Poland indicate that the 
nation will-have a surplus of 225,000 car- 
loads of potatoes for export this year. 
Poland fs the second largest potato pro- 
ducing country in Europe, and this year 
a very large crop will be harvested. 
The fig..re is put at approximately 5,- 
400,000 acres of; potatoes, or 93 per-cent, 
of the prewar area devoted. to potatoes, 
and more than .10 percent. in excess of 
last year’s planting.

Some Students of Labor Problem 
Would Have All States Estab-. 
lish Similar Courts. 





Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 17.—Some Con- 


to the subject of legislation to prevent 
such costly disputes between capital and 
labor as the rail and coal strikes, have 
come to the conclusion that the best 
remedy for such industrial diseases is to 
have the States where industrial prob- 
lems involving mining and transporta- 
tion are greatest adopt, where their 
constitutions do not interfere, a ‘com- 
pulsory arbitration. court founded on 
the plan of the Industrial Court of 
Kansas. ’ 

Nearly all the bills introduced in 
Congress as corrective measures, law- 
yers who are members of the body con- 
tend, conflict with the constitution, 
which is interpreted to forbid any form 
of compulsory arbitration of disputes 
between employe and employer. 

The workings of the Kansas Industrial 
Court during the rail and mine strike 
are set forth in a letter written by 
Governor Allen to Representative Hoch 
of that»State, who is the author of a 
bill setting up a disinterested Federal 
tribunal for the settlement of railroad 
disputes. His bill is copied after the 


Kansas law, abolishes the Labor Board 
and creates a board whose decisions 
shall be binding, under certain condi- 
tions, on labor and rdilroad operators. 
Governor Allen said in his letter; 

** Acting as a court of adjudication, 
the Industrial Court has renderedgforty- 
five important decisions which rdfate to 
wages and working conditions in ‘the in- 
dustries of transportation, fuel and food. 
Of these forty-five decisions, forty-three 
have “been accepted, both by employes 
and- the employers. Probably 90 per 
cent. of the cases have been brought. by 
employes. 

“Here is a typical case. Soon after 
the Industrial Court was established the 
carmen of the Joplin & Pittsburgh Rail- 
way brought a case for increase in 
wages. They asked the court to make 
a survey of the cost of living and give 
the carmen a living wage. ‘The court 
* * * made an award increasing the 
wages of the carmen. 

‘* Both the carmen and the. railway 
officials accepted the award of the court 
as being just and satisfactory. Then 
they took the award and created from 
it a basis for a readjustment of the 
wages of all the various crafts employed 


later the railway officials asked the 
Industrial Court to make another sur- 
vey of living costs and to readjust the 
wages. The Court rendered an award 
which/@ecreased the wages to a point 
commensurate with the decrease in the 
cost of living. Both the men and the 
railway officials accepted the award as 
being just. 
“Phe first decision of the Industrial 
Court in this case increased the wages 
of the men something like .thirty per 
cent. The Second decision decreased 
their wages a trifle over ten per cent. 
‘The Industrial Relations act has been 
applied more frequently to the mining 
industry during the last two years than 
to any one of the four main industries 
declared by the law to be essential to 
fhe public welfare. When Howat went 
to jail at Colurmbus he declared that no 
coal would be mined in the district while 
he was in jail. The State reminded the 
miners that any man who wished to 
ork in a mine would be given protec- 
on. Immediately 300 or 400 miners 
went back to work. This number jn- 
Greased daily until by the time wat 
ad serv two months the p in 
e mining district was normal. 
‘When the present coal strike ar- 
rived, *.* * the court notified the op- 
erators that it would be necessary to 
operate the mines sufficiently to pro- 
duce enough fuel for the domestic and 
industrial purposes of the State. * * * 
The operators pledged their co-opera- 
tion, so it was unnecessary for the State 
to take over the mines. Each month 
the aproduction was increased and at no 
time was there a shortage of coal, 
either for domestic or industrial pur- 
poses, in this State.

SHOWS AMERICA WOULD 
CRUSH GERMAN ‘ARMY 
Will Irwin Tells History of Arm- 


istice Council—France and 
Britain Decided on Peace.

BOSTON, Mass., Sept. 17.--Will Irwin 
writes to The Boston Herald from Scit- 
uate that France, not the United States, 
forced the acceptance of the armistice 
with.Germany. Irwin says: “ Natur- 
ally, I was_not present at that meeting 
(the military council of war which con- 
sidered the anmistice of November, 
1918) but, as a war correspondent at 
the front, I learned the facts, just after 
the event, from a source thoroughly in- 
formed and entirely reliable.’*
